“Today, however, finds baseball 
more completely and _ thoroughiy 
organized than ever, and, therefore, 


better able to withstand and combat 
the attacks that are being made upon 
it. The Federal League does not base 
its attacks upon 
the public has not been given good, 
clean, high-class baseball, or that the 
players have, not been fairly treated 
or paid commensurate salaries, but it 
is endeavoring to induce players to 
break their contracts, and seeks to 
excuse and justify its conduct upon 
two legal points, namely the alleged
